We are entering another summer season at Del Rey 
Lagoon Park and again accommodating record week-end crowds. 
While the Lagoon, itself is shallow and the bottom full of 
a near-20 years of muck, we are anticipating the new tide 
gate and the longer-range prospect of having the Lagaon 
bottom dredged of the two to three feet of foreign matter. 

Certainly there is a cost involved, but please 
consider the cost-savings if this dredge operation can be 
coordinated with "surgical" dredging of tidal canals in 
the Ballona Wetlands. Eric Metz of the Audubon Society, 
is amenable to such a coordinated effort, and the Hughes 
Properties is the only logical place to deposit the dredge 
material. Audubon plans to move within the next 14 months 
on the Wetlands improvements. 

We understand that all other Rec & Park bodies of 
water, such as Echo, Westlake and Lincoln Park lakes have 
had their bottoms cleaned in recent years. 

Please give the dredging serious consideration as 
a one-time opportunity, through coordination with another 
local dredging operation to save the Park Department some 


maintenance costs in the long-run.
